ARTHOR’S SUGAR. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ’ YORK, Uctober 21.—Of Gen. 
Garfield's associate on the Repub 
iican ticket, Truth tells this story: In the 
fallof’73 General Arthur, then Collector of 
the port of New York, was notified by a firm 
of lawyers that the firm of Woodruif 
& Robinsons, of Brooklyn, had been system- 
atically defrauding the United States Govern- 
ment of its revenue to the tune of $100,000 a 
year. The Jaw firm was Blatchford, Seward, 
Griswold & Dacosta, and they charged 
that Woodruff & Robinsons had defrauded 
the revenue of $2,500,000 in a period of seven 
years. Collector Arthur quietly mformed the 
incriminated firm they had better talk it 
over with him. A member of the 
firm accordingly had an interview with the 
Collector in the ‘‘hole in the wall’’ at the Cus- 
tom-house. The result was 
ARTHUR BECAME THE ADVOCATE OF THE FIRM, 
heralded them to the world as pure ant spot 
decided an investigation un- 
necessary. Some particulars of the 
fraud leaked out, and, being published 
by the New York World, Arthur was 
compelled by the pressure of public opinion to 
go through aform of investigation notwith- 
standing his previous settlement with the 
firm. He detailed Special Agent Jayne to con- 
duct the investigation, butto doit cautious ly 
and secretly. Jai;ne madeareport which re 
duced the loss to the revenue from 
$2,600,000 te $50,000. The affair 
was arranged and Woodruff & Robinsons 
paid $50,000 to the Seeretary of the Treasury.

between Special Agent Jayne, Collector 
Arthur, the naval officer and the United States 
District Attorney. The person entitled 
most of all to share in the 
reward was one now possessing a $1,600 in- 
come to keep quiet. He applied to the United 
States Treasury for his share and was an- 
sweied it had been paid to B. G. Jayne,in the 
applicant’s name. The victim then applied 
to Collector Arthur, who, ‘‘by way of 
reply,’? produced a document signed 
by the applicant agreeing to 
puy the special agent for proceeding in the 
matter at all $75,060. The manner in which 
the applicant’s signature was obtained to this 
document revives the legends of 

‘*THE HANDCUFFS AND HOLE IN THE WALL’’ 
in the Custom-house and will be made the 
subject ofan interesting suit after the Presi- 
dential election.

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CONVENTION 


Reports of Variuus Committees Submitted 
and Debated. 


NEW YORK, October 21.—The fourteenth 
day’s session of the Protestant Episcopal Gen- 
eral Convention opened with the presentation 
in the House of Deputies of the report of the 
Committee on a General Theological Seminary. 
Ap endowment fund of $250,000 has been es- 
tablished to provide suitable salaries for pro- 
fessors andtoenlarge the educational staff. 
Toward thé sum there had already been re- 
ceived $52,000. During last year 
there were ninety-four students, a 
larger attendance than at any  perlod 
since the organization. The report closed 
with the presentation of a list of trustees, one 
Ormore from every diocese iu the United 
States. The report was adopted and ordered 
printed. Dr. Shattuck, ot Massachusetts, 
chairman ot the committee on expenses, re- 
ported the estimated traveling expenses of 
members to the convention amounted to $20,- 
000, about $6,000 of which were trom Caiitor- 
nia, Oregon und other distant points. 

The report suggested that an assessment of 
seven cents upon every communicant in the 
Church, or ten dollars from every clergyman 
in the diocese, would provide a sufticient 
amountto pay theseexpenses. The report 
set forth that nothing could be done unless 
there was a canon on the subject. 
Rev. Dr. Schenck thought = the plan 
of assessment unpracticable, as it 
looked as if the rectors were expected to get 
seven cents out of the pocket-book of every 
communicant in our respective churches an- 
nually to pay these expenses. 

Dr. Shattuck said, as they couldn’t look to 
the rectors they would be obliged to look to 
the dioceses. There being every evidence of a 
long debate on the subject, the matter was 
placed on the calendar to be taken up in regu- 
lar order.

The placing in an asylum of Mrs. Lucy A. 
Lobdell Slater, Jate a resident of this county 
amd known throughout Northern Pennsylva- 
nia and Southern New York as “*the Female 
Hunter of Long Eddy,” recalis one of the 
most singular histories ever recorded. In 
1855 Lucy Avon Lobdell, the daughater ofa 
Jumberman who lived near Long Eudy, Dela- 
ware county, N. Y.,opposite Little Equiaunk, 
Pa., Was married to 4 raftman named George 
Slater. She was but seventeen yeirs old. Her 
tastes were mascuiine, although she was 
slich. of fizure and handsome. She was wide- 
ly kn- wn as one of the best shots with a wifle 
in the vailey. She went on frequent guuniog 
expeditions, and wasan expert in deer and 
bear bunting. She was married but a year 
when her husband deserted her, leaving her 
With a babe afew weeks old. Her parents 
were very poor and objected to her becoming 
aburden uponthem. ‘To support herself and 
cbiid she laid aside the habilimenis of her sex 
and donning male clothing followed the life 
of a hunier and « trapper. Durisg her ab- 
sence in ibe woods she ieft her child in the 
care of her mother. 

HUNTING IN A WILDERNESS. 

The mounisans of Delaware, Suliivan and 
Uister counties, N. Y., andthoseof Pike, 
Wayne apd Monroe, in this State, were at 
that \ime almost unbroken wilderness. For 
eight years the unsexed youny woman made 
her home in the fvrest, visiting the settle- 
wents only when in need of ammunition or 
supplies, anc to occasioually visit her child. 
She rosmed alone over the vast ragion frum 
the upper waters of the Delaware to the 
suuthbera Catskills, and over the unbroken 
hills of Nortbern Pennsylvania, from the 
Pocono Mountains to tbe Susquehanna. She 
lived in rude cabios, which she erected in va- 
rious parts of theregion. Her wwd tife was 
one of thrilling adveniure aud privation, sad 
it was not until she was broken down in body 
and mind that she retucned to the haunts of 
civilization. The skias vad game that she 
bad disposed of during her eight yearsin the 
woods she had supposed had realized her 
suflicient to provide well for ber child, but 
she found on returning home that the little 
one had been pisced in the poorehouse at 
Veibi, the county seat of Delaware county. 
‘his embittered her against her peop!e and 
affected her mind. 

LIVING ON CHARITY. 

She resumed femule aitdre, bowever, amd 
roamed about the country, subsisting on the 
chari:y of the peopde she Kaew. She, was 
naturaily intelligent, and had as good an ed- 
ucation as the schco!s of the backwoods were 
capable of imparting woen she wasayirl. At 
times, afier ber reiurnfrom the woods, ste 
Was as rational as ewer, apd redated man 
thrilling adventures she bad while following 
the life of a bunter, iu which she narrowly 
escaped death net from weunded vear, deer 
and catamounts, but frem cold, hunger and 
Sickn.+s. She wrote an acount of her life, 
giving in detailthe troubies that ied to her 
becoming a hunter. It was written ina 
quaint style. It was printed and hada good 
sale, but is now 80 rere that copies of it com- 
marnditen doilars each. She commenced a 
nariative of ber life in the woods, but this 
was bevercompleted. After living the life of 
a paziah for a year or so Mrs. Slater was tak- 
en ia charge by the authorities and placed in 
the Delhi Poor-house. where beriittie daugh- 
ter had found an asylum. The child was sub- 
sequenily taken oul ol (he alinu=-huuse by Da- 
vid Fortnam, a kind-hesrted farmer of Tyler 
Hiil, this county, and sie found a good home 
with his family. 

MARRYING IN SPITE OF FRIBNDS. 

In 1868 Marie Louise Perry, aged 25, the 
daughter of a well-to do and highly respect- 
able Massachusetts famiiy, married against 
the wishes of her parents. She had been 
well educated and the man she married was 
araigoad brakeman. She left her home with 
him. Hetook her to Jersey City, where he 
secured asitustion on the Erie Railroad. 
Three months afterward he d2-serte* bis wife 
and went away with a servunot girl in the 
house wheie thry boarded. The deserted 
wife heard that her husband was at Susque- 
hanna. She started ferthat place. At Lord- 
ville, Delaware county, N. Y.. her money 
gave out and she was too i!1 to travel further. 
She told her story to peopie, who cared for 
her there, but she reiused iv give them tue 
address of her parents. It was necessary to 
reaove her to the poor-house at Delhi. She 
recovered her hexlth at that institution and 
made the acquaintance of Lucy Aan Siater. 
Inexplicable as it may seem, the two women 
formed « mutual affection so strong that they 
refused to be separated, notwithstanding the 
greut difference in their characters, habits 
and auiecedents. In the spring of 1869 
both Lucy and her new friend disappeared 
from the county house. They were not heard 
from acain fortwo years. During the sum- 
mer of that year a couple calling themselves 
the Rev. Joseph Israe!l Lobdell and wife ap- 
peared in the western part of Monroe county, 
in the villages among the Pocono Mountains, 
Yor two vears they roamed about that regioa, 
livirg in deserted bark cabins in the woods, 
and subsisting on the charity of the inhabit- 
ants ard whatthe rifl- cf the man. brought 
them. Finally they became sucha nuisance 
to the people that the amthorities of Barrett 
township arrested them as vagrsnts and com- 
mitted them tothe Stioudsburg jail. While 
they were fm jail the discovery that the Rev. 
Mr. Lobdell was a woman was made. Soon 
afterward ‘fac’ was recognized by a person 
from up the river as Lucy Ann Lobdell, the 
missing ‘‘Female Hunter.’”? The poor au- 
thorities of Barrett township took the prigon- 
ers to Delaware county, N. Y., and they were 
again placed ip the custody of the Deihi 
Alms-houwse. They remainedthere a few 
weeks, when they ayain went away, and un- 
til 176 led the life of pariabs, their shelter 
being caves and cabins in the woos, and 
claimed everywhere to be man and wife.

In 1876 Lucy Ann, or ‘*Joe,”’ as she was fa- 
miliarly known, came tothis village from a 
cabin she and her companion were sharing 
ten miles distant. She was arrested as a va- 
grant and lodged in jail. Next day “Sher 
wife’’ came in Jooking for her. There is now 
among the records of the Wayne, counw 
court a document that was drawn up bv the 
**wife’” after she found Joe in jail ana went 
back tothe woods. Itisa petition for the 
release of ‘‘her husband, Joseph Israeli Lob- 
dell,” from prison, because of ‘‘his’’ failing 
health.

MORGANATIC MARRIAGES. 


Precedents Set for the Immoral Ol 
Czar of Russia. 


From the New York Times. 


The morganatic marriage of the Czar of 
Russia and the Princess Doigorouki, though 
for some time anticipated, would seem to 
have followed hard upen the Czarina’s death. 
But it can searcely be considered hasty wken 
it is remembered that the Princess bas been 
some twelve years Alexander’s mistres3 and 
is pow tbe mother of several of his children. 
We certainly loves ber far more passionately 
than prudently. as many of his impolitic acts, 
prompted by her influence, and his great de- 
sireto make her the partner of his throne as 
well as his heart,abuntantly attest. Hivslove 
tor her has been of late, according to all ac- 
counte, the absorbing emction of his life, and 
his evident determination to indemnify her, 
so far as practicable, forthe very unaconven- 
tional past, is by bo means common with 
sovereigns. Hecould not easily have takeu 
any step which would have met with less ap- 
prova! in his own dominions than have his 
peculiar nuptials just celebrated. But when 
love buras in the breast ofan emperor nar 
sixty-three years old, prudence is not to be 
expected. Morganatic marriages havo for 
centuries been made by German princes; and 
as the Romano@gfs are German by blood, it is 
natural erough that their present head should 
foliow his ancestral custom. Neither the 
wife nor her children are entitled, usually, 
in a union of this kiad, tv share the 
rank or possessions of the hus- 
band, the dowry being considered a 
requital forthe loss of ondinary connubial 
rights and privileges. One of the most noted 
of such alliances was that of Frederick Wil- 
liam IITI., of Prussia, with the Countess Au- 
guste von Harrach, who, at the time of the 
wedding, was made Princess of Liegnitz. Out 
of the usage bas gradually arisen a code of 
matrimonial law by which the union of 
Princes with members of the lower order io 
other than morganatic form has been attend- 

with very serious consequences, 
to the women. The _love- 
unhappy Agnes’ Bernauer, 
whom Duke Albrecht, of Bavaria, 
had essoused, was savagely put to death, 
in the fifteenth century, during the absence 
of ber lord, en a charge of having bewitched 
him? Inthe sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies the German Princes were inthe habit 
of taking a merganatic wife in addition to a 
regular wife. Landgrave Philip of Hesse set 
the example, though not without the disap- 
provsl of the leading refermers. During the 
past century Anton Uirich, Duke of Saxe- 
Meiningen, tried hard to depart from the es- 
tablished rule in an effort to obtain for his 
morganatic wife the title of Duchess, and for 
her children the right of succession. The 
Emperor, sustained by the highest nobility of 
the reslm, refused his suit, declaring that 
there could be no complete marriage in 
prircely families except between persons of 
equa: birth, Morganatic marriages have not 
aecreased in Germany during the 
lest sixty or seventy years. One of the most 
reuaikuble instances was the marriage of the 
daughter of the Postmaster of Aussee (Sty- 
ria), afterward created Countess of Meran, 
to the late Archduke John. These left-hand- 
ed connections are recognized and tolerated 
ainonpg the higher aristocracy notless than 
amorg princely lines. In Prussia, even the 
inferior gentry may, and often do, contract 
them. ‘"TMerese Eissler, who visited this 
country well nigh ferty years ago, ona dance: 
ing tour with her then renowned sister, Fan- 
ny, Was morganatically married ten years lae 
terto Prince Adalbert of Prussia and was 
enrobled as Frau von Barnem. The Roman 
and the Greek Cburches bave Virtually sanc:- 
tioned morganatic marriages, which are palp- 
ably ubjust to women, tv true domesticity, 
and to the best interests of morality. 


Experiments with a Steam Catamaran. 
From the New York Herald. 


Ex-Commodore William Voorhis has moor- 
ed his steam catamaran Henry W. Longfellow 
im the dock near the Nyack ferry for the win- 
rer. His first trial trip Gisclosed a grave mis- 
take that had been made in submerging only 
ayart ofthe propeller blades. He had in- 
tended to navigate shoal waters, and to that 
end had set his boMerand machinery on deck 
about a foot above the water line and had 
carried the propeller out at a slight angie just 
fyrenough behind the stem to immerse a 
singde blade. This was fatal. One blade 
meved in the water and the other struck the 
air gap before the waters had closed up; con- 
s:quently, half the power was lost. The cata- 
mura was then drawn up on the Nyaek 
marine railway, and the propelier was carried 
out so far behind the stern as to be wholly 
submerged in its revoluiions. Of course, 
thus equipped, the craft could no longer move 
in shoal water. 

The owner now hoped to get a speed of 
thirty miles an hour, but when he made the 
effort, steaming up to Newburg, he got only 
twelve miles an hour. It turned out that his 
propeller had not sufficient weight to balance 
the power of the engime, and that conse- 
quently there was a fatal waste of steam. 
‘the prope! ec wi i:led in the water al most in- 
effeciually, and its rapid whirling settled all 
question as to the speed to be obtained by 
making rapid revolutions. The catamaran, 
swinging as though she were on a pivot, was 
easily turned in about three times her own 
length, and did not blow sidewise, as had 
been conjectured she might. Her draught 
was éwo feet six inches. 

*T am fully persuaded,” Mr. Voorhis said 
after the Longfellow had returned to Nyack, 
*‘that with a larger wheel and greater pitch I 
can transport 300 passengers from Nyack to 
the city, thirty miles, in about an hour. I 
shall take ous the machinery that is in her, 
and try so to balance my power as to keep in 
the boilers, from the beginning until the end 
of every trip, allthe steam that may be re- 
quired to turn a larger whee!. It will bea 
two-flange wieel, whoily submerged, and as 
it will be heavy enough to beaload for the 
engine it will utilize all the steam. I may 
putin a newengine and a feathering wheel, 
such asis successfully used in England. In 
that event I can navigate shallow water. But 
probably I shall first tryalarger propeller 
with greater pitch. The catamaran swings as 
on a pivot, and may be turned quicker than a 
single-hulled boat. As tospeed—well, you 
know what the sailing catamarans have 
achieved in New York harbor.’

We 
could goonand give a column of equally 
amusing and provoking errors; but the above 
are sufficient to demonstrate the fact that the 
lot of a newspaper writer is not always a hap- 
py one.

The city of Smyrna, which has just escaped 
a blockade at the hands of the European 
powers, still retains, even under Turkish 
misrule, much of its ancient consequence. 
Connected by rail with Aidin, Cassaba and 
other loca] centres of traffic, it ranks as the 
most considerable port of Asia Minor, Its 
situation ona steep slope overhanging the 
sea is remarkably beautiful, but the height of 
the surrounding hills, the narrowness of the 
channel connecting it with the open sea, and 
the filthiness commonto all Turkish cities, 
make it extremely unhealthy. Thetrade pw 
chiefly in the hands of Greeks and Jews.

THE PARIAHS OF PARIS. 


Their Peculiae Resort in the Rue des 
Lyonnatis. 
From the London Globe. 


Right in the very heart of Paris, in the Rue 
des Lyonnais, and next door to the Church of 
St. Medard, the visitor who has courage 
enoughto see such a sight may find a lodg- 
ing-house and restaurant frequented and pa- 
tronized by the pariahs of Paris. The som- 
bre building, covered with smoke, and be- 
grimed without and within, has no flaming 
placard. Its owner has not christened his 
house with any high-sounding name to qual- 
ify the word “‘hotel,”’ and the lantern which 
hangs out at the first floor indicates that lodg- 
ing may be had within. The windows of the 
ground floor are closed, and the panes have 
been carefully whitewashed to save curtains. 
Now and then aman comes slouching down 
the street, pushes with his shoulder against 
the greasy door, and enters. 

The hesitating wanderer, who casts his eye 
up atthe lantern and shudders when he 
reaches the door as if all hope were abandon- 
ed, has, perhaps, seen better days. His de- 
meanor contrasts strangely with that of the 
next comer, who has his hands in his pockets, 
fingling the fewcoppers which will enable 

im to eat and drink as well as to obtaina 
bed. Allsorts and conditions of mep find 
their way tothe Rue des Lyonnais. ‘The 
place hasareputation for cheapness, and 
poverty gives men strange bedfellows and 
companions, so that the fastidious must put 
all their finer feelings in their pockets when 
they find that theirideas are not counter- 
balanced by a certain sum of money sufiicient 
to enable them to maintain their reputation. 

Follow the man who has just gone in, who 
looks likea student of the Raoul Rigault 
School, and who carried a bundle of manu- 
script under his arm, as if he had been taking 
copious notes at some lecture, or had been 
copying some data from the well-thumbed 
fo:ios in the public libraries. The door, 
when pushed open, leadsto a passage, the 
floor of which is caked with dirt. In front 
are the stairs, and alantern hamgs on dark 
days at the turnso asto prevent the lodgers 
from breaking their limbs. On theleft of the 
door is the restaurant, with its low ceilimg, 
dirty floor and green tables, while an inde- 
scribable odor of damp straw, old clothes, 
etc., pecvades the piace. 

Henesty does not appear to be a prominent 
trait in the character of the customers of this 
establishment. The pewter platters, which 
are used to protect the food served from 
any contact wih the tables, are attached to 
the wood with thin bué stout chains, for the 
proprietor knows that the merest trifle has 
some value in the eyes of a man whose crav- 
mgs and stomach cause him to rise against 
his neighbor, take what belongs to him, ana 
find some customer for the stolen property. 
Benches, worn and stained with use, are the 
only seats provided, and the luxury of knives 
and forks isunknown. True, every custo- 
mer carries his own knife, and knows how to 
use it in a pinch, while more than one has 
been arrested by the police, dragged from 
his lair, bis hands and finger-nails bearing 
traces of the bloodshed he has committed. 
Forks are quite superfluous where tingers can 
be used, and then meat is not sold in the res- 
taurant. Portions of vegetables fried in some 
nameicss fat can be had for a penny. while 
the Louillon, or broth, which has some “‘eyes’’ 
of grease on it for the sake of appearance, is 
sold for about half that sum. 

Contrary to the custom prevailing in other 
establishments of this description, neither 
wine, coffee nor brandyissold here. The 
only beverage the customers can obtain is 
what the proprietor has been pleased to de- 
nominate ‘‘beer,’’ made wiihout hops, by 
the owner of the placeinsome dark cellar, 
and sold for-two pence a quart—a price which 
effectualiy prevents any grumbling. Bread 
is generally brought intothe house by the 
customer, who can buy old crusts and leay- 
ings from the restaurants for three half-pence 
a pound. 

So much for the restaurant, which has pe- 
culiarities of its own unlike the house in the 
Beulevard de la Gare, wherethe customer 
enters, takes a penny from bis pocket and 
places in on the plank, when it is swept in by 
some unseen individual, and 1n return a tin 
pannikin full of fiery spirit, more than half 
vitriol, called ‘‘cognac,’’ is handed out, while 
the receptacle which contains it is chained to 
the counter, or like that in the Rue des Ang- 
lais, where men may pay sO much an hour 
and drink as much as they cap.

A Terrible Fall.

The Tekgriph Company 
are having another wire added to their oe 
between this city, Cincinnati and Indianapo- 
lis. Kelly had been working for the compa- 
ny only since Thursday. Atthe time of the 
accident he was engaged near pier 21, in 
dragging a wire which was to be made fast 
near »hat point. The foot-walk of the bridge 
is undergoing repairs, and Keliy stepped on 
the end of a loose tie, which allowed him to 
fall through to the rooks below, a distance of 
about one hundred feet.

America Takes the Prize Over Affi Com- 
petitors for Good Leather.

And now it is the leather trade that Ameri- 
cans are making theirown ia England. [here 
has been held recentiy a leather exhibition 
the Agricultura! Hall, London, i®wbich yar- 
ious  foreizgn leathers as well ag 
the British home produce  com- 
peted for the prize. The resull wus 
that the United States literally bore off the 
leather medal. We export enormous quan- 
tities of leather to England,.as also does.Aus- 
tralia; leather of the heuvier kind, sole 
leather, ready tanned. It was found on ina- 
quiry that American firms actua!ly bought 
up peits and hidesin the Kaglish raarket, 
brought them over here, tanned them 
and sent them back to England in 
the form of finished leather. All this 
causes Jobn Bull to rub bis eves, opel 
his mouth and bellow. The Yankees, be 
found, do more yet. The American tanner 
buy the hides of the living animals exported 
from here to England, and when the animals 
are killed in England the bides are brought 
back hereto be tanned. The explanation 
given is that American operator:§ work 
on a very large scale, with 4 
large and cheap supply of hem: 
lock, § which ves great weight, and 
gives it quicklyy thé ftaauer being paid by 
weight. ‘Bhe Australians have an abundance 
‘of hides, and send shiploads of sole leather. 
As a consequence of this fierce competition 
agaimst twocontinents the English tanner 
finds himself driven tothe wall. The home 
trade in Englandis being ruined, tanneri¢ 
are being closed, and capital refuses 
waste itself on a profitless specula: 
tion. Even in light leathers, 
America competes with the British. Toe 
kinds known as Tevants, Memels and Cordo- 
vans are capitally imitated and equaled, if 
not surpassed. Germany does the same. 
France supplies the chief stock of waxed calf 
for boot uppers of the finer quality. ‘The o«: 
ports of tanned leather from France to bag: 
land in the interval between the exhi-

THE PERILOUS LAKKS. 

The frightful catastrophes on Lake 
Michigan in the present storms have not 
yet even been fully reported. Every day 
the telegraph announces some new detail 
and the worst fears have been exceeded by 
the loss of life and property which has ac- 
tually occurred. The wrecked Alpena is 
coming ashore near Holland, Michigan, io 
portions, now a bit of cargo and then a 
corpse. Other lost ships are sending in 
their remnants too, andit will be weeks 
before any accurate account can be made 
up of the disasters. The Northern lakes 
have been fertile in this sort of thing ever 
since the first hardy voyagers pushed their 
keels into their bosoms. There is not 
a port upon the lake border where wrecks 
have not some time or other gone ashore. 
Not a boat has been built for these waters 
without the tacit understanding that soon- 
er or later it must be lost. The insurance 
rates testify to the dangers of lake naviga- 
tion, and the history of the country bears 
out the statement that the percentage of 
safety between lake and river carrying is 
as one to six. Violent storms which grad- 
ually acquire powerand viokence in their 
long sweep over the level land on either 
side of the mountains pour down upon the 
lakes with a violence which none of the 
boats usedin the traffic can withstand. 
The staunchest and most carefully con- 
structed ocean-vessel could do nothing but 
go down under the complicated dangers of a 
cyclone in such narrow seas, for a lee 
shore is always near enough to be fatal, 
no matter where the ship may be. Life 
and property are too valuable to be thus 
strewn year after year along these inhos- 
pitable shores. Shippers are 
being taught by the bitter teacher experi- 
ence that the safest as well as the cheap- 
est route to the sea-board is by the river, 
and not by the lakes. The Alpena affair is. 
ovly an episode inthe story. When has 
there been such a disaster upon the Mis- 
sissippi? No storm can wreck a river 
boat. The only danger to which they 
must succumb, barring is fire, 
and that danger is a thousand times 
more dangerous outof sight of land or 
help than it is upon the Mississippi, and if 
anythmgitis more common. The gran- 
aries of the great West must be emptied 
by one of these two paths. ‘The lost Al- 
pena was a flimsy affair which had seen 
eight or ten years of rough usage. Two- 
thirds of the passenger boats of this pat- 
tern on the lakes are light and in every 
sense unfitted for the perilous navigation 
for which they are designed. The late 
disaster will have atendency, we take it, 
to drive passenger traflic to the railroads 
for some months.

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YESTERDAY the Carmelites were ex- 
pelled from their establishment at Rennes, 
France, by the police, underthe decree 
against unauthorized congregations.
